haps it wiH be easy to get their 
attention -on the matter. at 
present.) . I do not wish to touch 


on the question as relating to the|: 


whole province, neither do:I wish 
to discuss the matter. from “a 
political standpoint, I’ cannot 
help expressing.a wish, however, 
that our guarding bodies. -will 
be more careful of our interests 
in the future than they have been 
in the past. zi 

Please let me say I have mined 
and sold coal on the Rel Deer 
river for six years, and would be 
very dull indeed did I not. know 
something of the matter. The 
difficulty that confronts us 
to-day is we cannot get seams'to 
mine where we would like. We 
ean stand and gaze with longing 
eyes on thousands ef tons of coal 
of easy mining but we cannot 
touch it. To be strict, the farmers 
gather up the pieces of coal that 
break off the bank and roll down, 
and are thankful for thdt, but 
there is not enough to go,around, 
Now why is this? I will give you 
the reason as I aee it. It so hap- 
pened the best mining properties 
were on the land granted to the 
C.P.R. and their grant gave them 
the coal as well as the Jand. ‘They 
gold some of the. land to indivi- 
duals with. all the rights, that is 
they sold the rights, the land and 
coal, and the lucky purchasers 
haye a clear title to land and 
coal, and some of the owners of 
these properties live in the States. 
It seems too bad that some of the 
people of Red Deer and district 
did not see the value of these 
lands and secure them for us 
when, they could have been 
bought for a reasonable price. 

The owners of the lands wish 
to hold them for future R. R. 
development and a high price, 
and have refused to allow us to 
mine on them.’ 

The C.P.R. Co. have also taken 
their land off the market and 
refuse to let us mine their coal, 
so you see. the best mining 
chances are tied up. Then'there 
ia the 99 year lease, which is said 
to have been given on some of 
the Government lands, of this I 
am not fully acquainted,but what 
I know of these lands it will take 
large capital to develop 


them as they are some distance 


from the river. 

Now, the farming district adjac- 
ent to these coal banks must have 
the coal, and Red Deer needs it 
and wants it; and let me commend 
Red Deer on this point; I know 
that all the progressive, home 
loving and home building,honest, 
refined people of Red Deer burn 
Red Deer coal when it is to be 
had. It may be some of the mail 
order. house people (largely in 
the minority) may prefer coal 
from bther places. The farmer 
will be glad to haul the coal to 
you for say $5.00 per ton, and 
when you buy from him you are 
helping him and thereby helping 
yourself, I cannot see the end of 
the coal hauling up the river. 
Would aR. R. put an end to it? 
Well, it did not end it in Lacombe. 
They pay $5.50 for their coal 
shipped direct from Nevis, and 
the cost of hauling from the Red 
Deer bank to Lacombe is not 
far more than to Red Deer, and 
still the farmer is hauling there, 
although Lacombe people are not 
so loyal to their farmers as Red 
Deer and so it is not so good a 
market. Now this is the situation 
as I see it and will continue tobe 
ao long as Alberta winters are 
cold. : 

Now what is the remedy? 
Shall we kick and swear at the 
fellow in the States because he 
owns the coal and won’t let us 
mine it? No that would be 
beneath our Canadian dignity. 
No, as humiliating indeed as itis 
to be obliged to ask foreigners 
for a privilege to mine the coal 
that a kind Providence placed 
here for our use, it is n0 use com- 
plaining about the past; let us 
make the best of the future. 
Those that bought the coal are 
not to blame, it was a business 
proposition with them; they 
seemed to have more confidence 
in Alberta and the Canadians’ 
ability to develop the country 
than we had. They could see that 
the coal would be wasted while 
the Canadians seemed to rest 
secure in the knowledge of its 
great abundance. 

My way out of the difficulty 
would be to form a syndicate and 
buy some of the coal that we can 
own and control it. What do you 
think Mr. Farmer and Citizen of 
Red Deer?

A recent Chinese: newspaper states 
that the law of nationality, consisting 
of twenty-four ‘articles, has been” de- 
eided upon. By. this-law any ‘person 
who has lived in ‘China over.ten years 
and is above twenty years of age, of 
good moral standing, being helpful to 
China;»may~be allowed -to « essume 
Chinese nationality, if asked for.

Another question 
has arisen under some Manitoba 
legislation, which is said to 
trench upon the provisions of the 
Banking Act. In addition ta 
these there are others, in some 
of which our own province is di- 
rectly interested. There are many 
reasons why all these open ques- 
tions should be disposed of as 
soon as possible, and the fact 
that -the Quebec Premier is to 
open the discussion of them is 
taken as indicating that the 
Ottawa ministry is favorable to 
action to that end. 


Keeping Down the Surplus. 


Public Accounts Committee Finds 
Another Raid on Treasury. 


’ Ottawa, Dec. 15.—Before the 
public accounts: committee this 
morning, Tom Murray, of 
Richibucto, N.B., manager of 
Kent Northern railway, said that 
in May, 1908, he bought a saw- 
dust wharf at Richibucto from 
Richard O’Leary for $700, and in 
November of the same year dis- 
posed of it to the Dominion gov- 
ernment for $5,000. _Murray de- 
nied that on the day he purchas- 
ed the wharf Jeffrey Stead, 
resident engineer of the public 
works department, was in 
Richibucto. The negotiations, 
however, were completed through 
Mr. Stead. 

Witness said that on September 
18, 1908, he sent a telegram to 
the chief engineer of public works 
department at Ottawa inquiring if 
the matter had been put through, 
and stated that it was important 
to Leblanc, Liberal candidate for 
Kent at the last general election. 
Witness did not think the money 
to purchase the wharf had been 
supplied by George McAvity, of 
St. John, N.B.. : 

Mr. O’Leary was called and 
corroborated Murray’s evidence 
as to the price paid for the 
wharf.§ He said* the wharf was 
useless to him. It was composed 
of mill refuse forty years old and 
today was buta_ pile of decayed 
sawdust and slaba. 

. At oue time he offered ‘to sell 
the wharf to the government for 
$1,000. Nothing, he said, had 
been done to the wharf. by 
the-government until it had been 
washed away a little more. It 
was not required’ for Richi- 
bucto’s shipping.

By Canadian newspapers. that 
rise up early in the morning to 
give their blessing to the Asquith 
hosts and to smite the followers 
of Balfour the. unseemliness of 
Canadians meddling with British 
political affairs is descanted 
upon, says the Toronto Mail. 
Their reproof is altogether for 
the Canadian well-wishers of the 
cause of British tariff reform. 
The solemnity and sham reason- 
ing of these lectures on the duty 
of neutrality are as comicai as 


sive. 


When the controversy was at 
its height between Cook and 
Peary as to which, if either, dis- 
covered the North Pole, opinion 
in this country was not reserved 
on the question, though the dis-\ 
putants belonged to the United 


States, nor did any oracle of the]. 


press gravely rebuke Canadians 
for showing a warm interest in a 
matter that pertained to the dom- 
estic affairs of another nation. 
When British excitement was at 
fever heat over the discovery 
that Germany was greatly accel- 
erating her naval programme, no 
one was-reproved in this country 
for sharing somewhat in. that 
excitement. Why should Cana- 
dians take an entirely non- 
committal attitude in regard to 
the present British election cam-. 
paign if they happen to be at 
heart partial to tariff reform? 
And why, if opposed to tariff re- 
form, should they rave against 
the British Opposition? In France 
just now the people are taking a 
very keen interest in the political 
struggle across the Channel. 


y | French newspapers are generally 


hopeful for the success of the 
Opposition, for they believe that 
that success would mean a great 
strengthening of Britain’s public 
finances as a consequence of the 
greater prosperity that tariff re- 
form would bring to British trade 
and industry. With larger finan- 
cial resources at its command,and 
with a greater determination to 
maintain Britain’s supremacy at 
sea, & Balfour Government could 
be depended upon to make 
Britain a stronger security for 
the maintenance of the balance 
of power in Europe. For the 
same reasons the German press is 
generally showing its sympathy 
with the Asquith Government. It 
is aware that the triumph of Bal- 
four would mean a loss of German 
commercial advantage in the 
United Kingdom and would mean 
the real maintenance of the two- 
power standard for the British 
navy. 

If the people of foreign coun- 
tries are thus moved by consid- 
erations of their own interest to 
show marked leanings in the 
British elections, why not the 
people of Canada? And why, of 
the two sides, should Canadians 
be warned not tq show any inter- 
est in the party of tariff reform— 
the party, that is, whose policy is 
not alone for the insular benefit 
of the United Kingdom, but is for 
the great advantage of the over- 
sea dominions, and of this wheat- 
growing country in particular? 
Hy pocrisy is always out of place, 
and is often ludicrous, but it sel- 
dom appears so contemptible as 
in the colums of Canadian news- 
papers that have anti-Britirh 
feelings to dissemble.
